4 CHINESE NEW YEAR AOLIDAY 
IN SOUTA CHINA. 
SSS eee 
BY J. WOODDERRY.

(Concluded from Saturday.) 


An old college friend, pointer in hand, con- 
ducted us on an imaginary journey over the 
occupied territory jn that distant province; a 
large map of Kwangsi, on the wall, serving as 
the field-glass, through which we took a bird's 
cye view. We well remember the appeal in 
our Missionary Training Institute in New 
York City, ten years ago, for volunteers for the 
then unopened province of Kwangsi. and the 
response ‘of a little band off'young men, who 
undertook to brenk up the fallowground.” We 
have followed their changing fortunes year by 
year, with many others who have joined them, 
passing, en route, through Shanghai. And we 
are indeed thankful to have seen what has been 
accomplished. Flowers nf Grace are already 
blossoming in this virgin soil, and bright 
prospects of (ruitage abound; whi'e our friends 
fre steadily pushing lines of stations to the 


_| west, and north to Changsha, Hunan. From 


this centre'an entrance is also planned into 
Annam and workers are. on the spot. We 
realized that our old classmates were perform: 
ing “exploits” of which the “Blackflags,” and 
rebels little dream, Saul may slay his thous- 
ands, but David will slay his tens of thousands, 
fs the years go by. Across the river, on the 
hilltop, rests the body of Mr. Clarence Reeves 
of California, ovr first Alliance Superintendent 
in South China, who came with his young 
bride to be pioneers in that neglected vineyard: 
From the ome, we look down upon the city 
of Wuchow at night time, and see the. lights 
shining up through the mists of the river, ‘and 
imagine we are above the sky! Visiting the 
Wuchow..schools and chapel, and meeting 
some of the other miasionaries at the Sunday 
service held ini the Home, gave, us @ new 
interest in. this city, which will, make rapid 
progress in commerce and civilization and 
the Gospel, as the way ‘open’ more and 
more.’ Oir- return trip ‘on’ the stern. 
wheeler.” Nanning to. Canton was a, new 

of: delights. We saw the places we 


gardena, birds und blossoms, miles of shipping, 
and streams of people-quaint, picturesque, 
bustling, a never-to-he-forgatten vision of Far 
Cathay. Inside the city, we were entertained 
in the bouse where the first missionary to 
China, Robe-t Morison, is said to have died, 
by a little mission band wellknown and loved 
in Canton, just across fram the artificial island 
of Shameen with its beautiful foreign consulates 
and’ residences, shaded by banyan trees, A 
missionary reception, the same day, to which 
we were invited, gave us an opportunity to 
meet personally nearly the whole olissionary 
“body, and to be made acquainted with much of 
interest, Mr, Burkhall, the geniul and popular 
agent of the B. and F, Bible Society, volunteer- 
ed to act as guide to a purty of ten mis- 
sionaries, visiting and resident, and arranged a 
delightful outing to enable us to “do” this 
time-honoured city, £tarting from the Victoria 
Hotel, on Shameen, with chairs and native 
guide, we visited successively and successfully 
many places of note; most interesting of which, 
perhaps, were the Works for K ngfisher feather 
ornaments, silk factory, Flowery Pagoda, ivo y 
and ricepaper-painting shops; Temple of 
Longevity and Gardens; Examination Hall; 
Temples of. Horrors, of 500 Genii, and of 
Confucius; Water Clack; Swatow Guild 
Ball; City of the Deadj lacquer work and 
‘tea shops; old English Hospital; ancient 
Arabian mosque; Temple of Mercy; and 
native Cantonese Hospital. Dinner was eaten 
in the upper storey of the Five-Storey Pagoda 
at the north summit of the city wall, whence a 
complete view of the city, far below, was ob- 
tained, The Nam-hoi Prison, and Leper Set- 
tlement were omitted for lack of time and: 
strength, Much that we desired to see was 
“indefinitely postponed”; “the spirit was will- 
ing but the flesh was weak.” A morning walk 
around Shameen, an oval island, a half mile 
by 300 feet, brought us face to face with our U. 
S. Monitor Afonterey, and U, S. S. Callao 
Captain Osterhouse gave us the evening for a 
magic lantern exhibition on board the Afon- 
tercy, and invited the men of the Callao to join. 
The same entertainment was greatly appreciat- 
ed by a large audience of Chinese, later, We 
were invited by Dr, Simmons and Rev. Mr 
Green .to visit them and we were genuinely 
Pleased’ with the appearance and account of 
their large and successful work under the 
Baptist Board, Indeed all the work in South 
China commended itself. Next, an to Macao, 
the Monte Carlo of the East, where weh d 
our first glimpse of a Portuguese Settlement, 
We were entertained by our friends Mr. and 
Mrs, Todd anit Nir, and Mrs, Munroe, recently 
arcived from the \'.S and theenly ones en- 
gaged in aggressive missionary work among the 
Chinese; the Leautifal sinsing and playing of 
the latter, and the earnest efforts of all, are 
heing richly crowned wich success. Their 
home is crowded nightly with interested 
listeners, We were privileged to give two 
lantern exhibitions' with marked success. Mr. 
and Mrs, Todd escorted us over Macao and 
pointed out the interesting localities. Robert 
Morrison's Memorial Chapel and grave, also 
the stone fountain in which he baptized his 
first convert; and the Christian College, soon 
‘to be transferred to Canton, in which some of 
our personal friends in New York are in- 
terested. A fine work is being done. Nature 
has been lavish of her charms in this 
southern summer resort, From the Bella 
Vista, or Praia Grande, we get n view of the 
bay compared to that of Naples. The Gover- 
nor's Palace, and “Flora,” the summer palace, 
the military Hospital, Old Tighthouse and 
forts with many Cathedrals, and the Fagade of 
the ruins of San Paulo, standing out pro- 
minently among the tastily colored houses, 
blue, green, buff, salmon tnd terra cotta, The 
sea breezes are always fresh, and cool, and 
gardens and walks abound, The Grotto and 
bust of the Poet Camcens in Gardens of the 
same name adjoin the Morrison Memorial 


Chapel and little cemetery, and are well worth 


a visit, We had also a charming long ride to 

the Chinsan Gardens, and Public Gardens, and 

felt richly repaid. The moral destitution of the 

people seemed in sad contrast. On Sunday we 

witnessed a Carnival of Venice” on the 

streets, and were told that thia ribald, assembly 

were soon to bring out an image of our Lord 

and carry itin procession. So many buildings 

were advertizing vice, it seemed as if only 

contamination could result to the entire city, 

which was mediaval and fast falling into a 

place noted chiefly for immoral pleasure, Mrs. 

Todd has under eatnest consideration the 

establishment of a Refuge, similar to the one in 

Shanghai under the management of Miss Bon- 
nell, in which all the citizens take so much 
interest. The business of Macao, once Aourish-. 
ing, ts fast being absorbed by her rival! 
Hongkong, whither we went after a Sabbath in 
which we worshipped with the foreign residents 
of Macao, other than Portuguese, in tha Mor: 
rison Chapel and felt very much at home 
although among strangers. We reached 
Hongkong on the eve of China's New Year, 
and could imagtne the Japaneso were bom: 
barding Port Arthur. - News of war had 
reached us in Wuchow, and been confirmed 
in Canton, - Our minds wero filled with the 
subject, and the yards ‘of bursting crackers and 
fireworks everywhere seemed in unison with 
our thou, hts, “For 48 hours tlie bombardment 
of Hongkong (?) continued, and “sleep fled |. 
from all eyes. A fancy Vanity Fair was held:

the occurrence. The burnings of warehouses, 


and more especially of such great ones as 


those owned by the Hongkong and Kowloon 
Wharf and Godown -Company, would affect 
the public more nearly and more dircetly 
than would the destruction by fire of large 
shops or houses. Goods of all sorts and 
sizes, just arrived frum home and awaiting re- 
moval, arc temporarily stored in the’premises 
owned by this company. In some instances, 
the cargoes are uninsured, so that, apart 
from the loss occasioned by: their destruc- 
tion, there is also the further damage arising 
out of the delay necessilated in obtaining a 
fresh supply from home. Hence it is thal, 
when the news Legan Lo spread early yesterday 
afternoon that the Kowloon Godowns were 
ablaze, there was al once a widespread feeling 
of a great public loss sustained. Explosion 
tullowed explosion, and dense clouds of yel- 
low smoke could be observed rising above 
the prominent buildings on the water’s-edge. 
‘Their total destruction seemed imminent and 
when inquiries were instituted this morning 
it was, indeed, satisfactory to learn that the 
total luss to the company will approach to 
nowhere ncar the sum people generally ima- 
gined.
